He has many friends who 
do not want him to leave

Highway Patrol investiga- 
ted 213 rural traffic acci-~ 
dents, In these accidents 
185 persons were injured 
and 11 were killed, The 
fatalities occured in the 
following counties: two in 
Baldwin, and one each in 
Chilton, Tallapoose, Ma- 
con, Limestone, Butler, 
Madison, Etowah, Mars-~ 
hall, and Sumpter, These 
accidents bring the number 
of people killed in Ala 
bama this year to298com- 
pared with 319 killed dur- 
ing the same period last 
year, This is a decrease 
of 21 fatalities, The eight 
county Dothan District 
Troopers investigated 20 
accidents with 10 injuries 
and no fatalities, The 
traffic law violations caus-~ 
ing these accidents were: 
speeding, driving while in- 
toxicated, wrong side of 
road, fail to yield right 
of way, defective equip- 
ment, inattention, un- 
attended animal in road, 
asleep at wheel, improper 
Signal, and dodging a dog 
in the road, The Dothan 
District has 21] rural traffic 
fatalities so far this year 
as compared with 27 at the 
Same period last year, 

Coffee County Troopers 
investigated two accidents 
with one injury and no fa- 
talities, So far this year 
four people have died in 
Coffee County traffic as 
compared with one at the 
same time last year, 

Safety belts save lives 
if they are worn, Authori- 
ties believe the use of seat 
belts alone could have pre- 
vented around 10,000 traf- 
fic fatalities last year; and 
the ‘seat-shoulder belt 
combination might have re- 
duced crash deathsas much 
as 80%, 

In a recent Swedish study 
of some 28,000 crashes 
that occurred at speeds up 
to 60.mph, 9,000 of the 
car occupants involved 
wore seat-shoulder belt 
combinations, None was 
fatally injured, Non-belted 
occupants died at speeds 
as low as 12 mph, Your 
Highway Patrol asks you

Q. As a college student, I 
work part time each semester 
and full time during college 
vacations. The social security 
contributions coming out of 
my pay could help me meet 
expenses. Why deduct from 
my earnings now, considering 
the number of full-time years 
in the future I'll have to pay? 
Will I really get my money's 
worth over the long run? 


A, {You and other young 
workers—part time or full 
time—are earning valuable 
social security retirement, sur- 
vivors, and disability insur- 
ance protection worth more 
than the social security con- 
tributions you pay. If you 
have 14% years or more of 
recent work in your social se- 
curity record, you and your 
family may count on monthly 
benefits if you become dis-' 
abled. And your family would, 
get monthly benefits if you’ 
died, Earnings of as little as: 
$50 in any 3-month calendar 
quarter will assure you of 
credit toward this yaluable 
insurance protection. 


Q. My wife and I now have 
fvur children (2 sets of twins) 
after only 3 years of marriage. 
At 23 we're both worried 
abe'ut their future if I should 
die.

Parade Of Poisons 


Mothers don’t deliberately’ 
go shopping for poisons but 
they usually buy several every 
time they go marketing. The 
result; more than a million 
poisonings each year in the 
nation and more than 200 
deaths annually in Alabama 
with the majority of the vic- 
tims being children, 

Mothers use poisons every 
time they clean house, polish 
the furniture, wash dishes, 
paint’ the kitchen or clean a 
spot off their husband’s tie. 

The natural curiosity of 
children leads them to inves- 
tigate the more than 250,000 
products that are potential 
poisons and the myriad of 
drugs available and often 
present in the home, 

The most frequent cause of 
accidental poisoning is aspi- 
rin. Others include soaps, de- 
tergents, cleansers, bleaches 
and insecticides. 

If you think there is nodan- 
ger as long as you are around 
to supervise your children, 
think again. In 84% of the child 
poisonings, one or both of the 
parents were at home at the 
time. 

It has been well documented 
that in three out of every four 
accidental poisonings in chil- 
dren, the dangerous substance 
was left within the sight and 
reach of the children. Youcan 
translate this into saying that 
three out of every four child- 
hood poisonings is due to pa- 
rental carelessness in failing 
to keep dangerous substances 
where children cannot get 
them. 

Children frequently will

Work Boosts Prices 

“Unit labor costs in 1969 
went up 4 per cent, as con- 
trasted with a 2 per cent in- 
crease in 1968,’ Geoffrey H. 
Moore, commissioner of the

Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
said in a recent Chicago ad- 
dress. He explained that the 
decline in worker's productiv- 
ity (output per man per hour) 
was a factor in the rise in unit 
labor costs. 

“Prices rose more rapidly in 
1969 than in 1968, but profit 
margins did not contribute to 
that faster rate of price in- 
creases,” said the Labor De- 
partment official. ‘In fact,” Mr. 
Moore added, ‘profit margins 
offset some of the'increase of 
labor and other costs,”
